17. (Amended) A recombinant DNA molecule comprising the nucleic acid molecule 
' of claim 1 0, operably linked to a vector for transforming cells. 

.18. (Amended) An oligonucleotide between about 10 and about 100 nucleotides in 
• length, which specifically hybridizes with a portion of the nucleic acid molecule of claim 10.
